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Weather Summary 

Montana received limited precipitation along with warmer 
temperatures for the week ending July 27'^ Cut Bank 
received the most weekly accumulated moisture for the 
week at 1 .83 inches. Highs were mostly in the 90s and 
1 00s, and lows were mostly in the 40s. Roundup for the 
second week in a row had the high temperature of 1 03 
degrees, and Wisdom for the second week in a row had the 
low temperature of 36 degrees. Topsoil moisture adequate 
and surplus, at 33 percent, is above last week's 26 percent, 
last year's 1 7 percent, and the five-year average of 23 
percent. Subsoil moisture adequate and surplus, at 38 
percent, is above last week's 36 percent and last year's 32 
percent, and the five-year average of 28 percent. The 
number of days suitable for field work was 6.2 days. 

The weather outlook for August 4"" through August 1 o"" is 
for near normal temperatures and near normal precipitation 
for east of the continental divide and for near normal 
temperatures and below normal precipitation west of the 
divide. Normal temperatures for this period in Montana are 
highs in the upper 70s to the upper 80s and lows in the 
lower 40s to the lower 60s.

Spring wheat conditions have declined, while barley and 
oats conditions improved this week from the previous week. 
Durum wheat and winter wheat condition are similar to last 
week's. Farmers began harvesting winter wheat and are 
well behind last year's 48 percent and the five year average 
of 37 percent. Hay producers have almost completed first 
cutting of alfalfa and are beginning the second cutting. The 
first cuttings of alfalfa and other hay are behind last year and 
the five-year average.
